The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• The primary reason for allowance for claims 2 and 4 is the inclusion of the 
limitation of a printing method and a printing device comprising the steps of 
preparing a plurality of color conversion lookup tables for converting first color 
image data expressed by a first color system to second color image data 
expressed by a second color system for an ink set, the plurality of color 
conversion lookup tables including a first color conversion lookup table with 
comparatively desirable characteristics of dependence of color appearance 
on a light source and a second conversion lookup table with comparatively 
desirable characteristics of graininess and selecting one color conversion 
lookup table from the plurality of color conversion lookup tables and 
converting the first color image data to the second color image data. It is 
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these limitations, either alone or combined, that have not been found, taught, 
or suggested by prior art.
